and prohibits the celibacy of the clergy. 
No priest can perform any spiritual function 
before ho is married, nor after he become.a 
a widower; ns, by tho rules of the ehuroh.ho 
is not allowed to remarry, tho death of his 
wife causes tho cessation of his clerical 
functions.
